Men who have had such opportunities
in oflicial position as those enjoyed by
Marble aud Willinmson have at their
command, as agents of subsidized
roads, resources and knowledge of
how to  manipulate things such ns
men who have never been in oftice can
tot possess.

Death of George Law.
New York Ev.ning Post, Mav. 19,

Georgo Law divd at Lin houne, No,
B2O Firth nvenue, at 10:45 o'cloek lnst
night.  Ha had been il ten duys, and
for |\I‘l‘.|ll)"fl|lll‘ hours had been but
partly conscious,  He leaves a widow,
two gona George snd Samuoel  wnd
three daughters - Mrs, Gustay Weight,
Mis May, and Mrs. Williwms. Mr.
Law was one of these seli-uinde men
of whom Dean Richmond and Com-
modure Vatderbiit are other eonspicu.
ous examples, His  purents  were
small farmers in Jackson, Washing-
ton connty, and in hia childhood he
worked on the farm.  In the winter
he wout to the village school. At the
ngo ol vighteen years, with $40 in his
pocket, ho atarted out to make his
wiy i the world and  went to Troy,
which to his ey was even then a
big city, where he procured
work as o hod-carrier,  For the next
seven or eicht years ho labored as
a bricklayer, builder, and mason, let-
ting no chance of self-improvement
escape, and in 1832 ho was appointoed,
on account of his skill as 4 mason,
superintendent in the construetion of
a lock and dam on the Lehigh Canal,
near Kaston, Penu, Thoe moment the
work was completed he announced to
the foreman his determination to be-
come a contractor,  “You will fail,”
aaid the contractor. “You have
neither the money or the influence to
suceeed.” '] Wlﬂ try," was the quiet
answer,  Hedid try and secured a
contract to build a lock and aqueduet,
He completed his contrucr, and with
the money received from it found him-
sulf with a cash capital of §2,800. He
came ot once to this city, went to the
store of Marquand, who was then the
great jeweller here, and bought a gold
watch, for which he paid $300, and
which he wore with pride uuntil the
day of his death.

The following year Mr. Law, who
was now 27 years old, and in moder-
ately good circumstanes for a farmer's
boy who had begun with nothing, was
married to Miss Anderson of Phila-
delphia.  He continued to take small
contructs on railronda and cunals, and
in 1834 he determined to tuke a vaca-
tion. He had now a envh  capital of
$28.000, and he decided tu go west, i
great rush for that region having set
in. He went to Chicago, but wus at-
tacked by a fever und returned. He
now paid a visit to his father at the
old homestead. Ho found that the
old gentleman had incressed his farm
of BUO acres, but that it was hewvily
mortgaged and he was in danger of
losing ait.  He paid off the mortgage
and presented the farm unineumbered
to his father. Before his vacation was

over he secured a contract for build-
ing a bridge over the Lehigh
River at Easton, Penn.  When
this was complored he

cid a great amount of work on the
Upper Division of the Lehigh Canal,
between Mauch Chunk and White
Haven. Tn these works he was en-
gaged for severalyears, and from them
he reaped a vich pecuniary harvest,
Hia reputation as a skilliul  engineer
spread all over the country, he had
plonty of money at command, and if
be bid for a contract he was pretty
certam to receiveit, In 1837 he came
to this city and put in bids for threo
sections of the Croton Aqueduct,
sceuring two of them, and completing
the work at a great profit to bimaclf,
Two years later he hid for the con-
struction of High Bridge, and although
his competitors were wany and some
of them more wealthy than himself he
sscured the eontroet, The work was
completed in 1849, and with it ended
Mr. Law’s career as a contractor,

He was now worth millions, and be
turned his attention to financees and
railronds, The Dry Dock bank was
at this time in o condition verging on
insolvency, Georze Law became in-
tevested in the austitution, was mmle
its president, and soon rvised it to a
position of financial soundness, The
stock of the Haviem mulrond com-
pany, the capital of which was $2,-
000,000, had become nearly worthless,
selling as low as 86 per share. ~ Mr.
Law invested largely in the stock,
aecured an extension f the indebted-
ness, bought tron to buldd it from Wil-
linmburg to White Plaing, and ran the
stock up to 875, when ho dieposed of
hia interest, makiog another large
fortune, In the sune way he man-
aged the Mobawk rairoad, purchasing
the stock at 827 and ruuwning it up
to &6 Ly judicwusly  conm-
pecting it with the Utica road.
During all these yesrs he had been
largely interested in steamships. It
wan his steamer, the Falcon, which,
in 1848, took the first passenger from
this city to Califormu, when the gold
excitement broke our. He established
a regular line of stoamers to Cali-
furnia, which he sold at a great profit
to a rival company. In 1851 he
hought a large interes: in the Pasama
Railroad Company, v hich he also sue-
ceoded 1n selling out when the stock
had risen to o fiotitioos value,  In the
following year, 1852, Mr. Law built
the English Avenu. surface railrond,
and was alarge cwoeor it at the time
of his death,  Tn 1583 he purchased
the Staten Island Forrvy for £60,000,
selling it in 1804 at » lurge protit. He
built the Nioth Aver vo Railroad, and
was one of the procipal owners of
that rond when he L, and  also of
the Grand and Roooolt street nows-
papers for the wonination of the
knownothiug par:y preaident, but
he did not  reevive For the last
twelve years he puoo o a life of practi-
ovl retiroment,  H. 8 in the sevs

Ericksson's New Triumph.

The little iron Monitor which de-
stroyed the Merrimue in Hampton
roada at the beginmng of civil war,
revolutionized naval srchiteeture and
mide the nwme of its inventor, Capt.
John Ericss m, tamous all over the
world, Tue Monitor I'Puhy hecame
the basis upon whieh Great Britain
and the coutinental powers proceeded
to construct their iron-clad  tleets,
Year after year they had gone on ex-
periienting with wuns and  armor,
until the apparent conclusion has been
reached that the guus are more than a
match for uny wrmor which can be
placed upon a vess« and permit it to
float.  Under  such  cireumstances
naval watfare is simply reduced to an
vquality of swift destraction,

While the nuval engincers and eon-
structors of Burope have been thus
busy, reaping inly unsatisfuctory re-
sults, the inventor of the Monitor
comes forward with a new invention
which, uecording to expert testimony,
is again destived to revolutionize the
wholo system of pavul warfure The
new  vessel, which is known as the
“Destroyer,” recenily gave a public
exhibition of i18 powers in the New
York harbor under the supervision of
Captain Ericason,  In brief, the vessel
is described as cylindrical, eapable of
quickly moving in either dircction,
swift of speed, aud of very light
draught, ‘The **Destroyer” is only one
hundred and thirty feet in length,
twelve feet ia its greatest breadth, and
draws only eleven feet of water when
almost wholly submerged. It in cffoe-
tively armored, but ats principle of
safoty is in being put under water so
W8 to resist enemy's shot, and pre-
sent but tho swallest mark for the
battery practice of an oppusing vessel,
Its destructivenees cousists i ting
an explosive orpedo charged with
three hundred wud fifty pounds of
dynamite froim a gun of foree enough
to penetrate the heaviest armor that
can bo fluated. The construction is
such that the gus can be tired under
water, An  wutomatic  valve pre-
vents  the  adwission of  wa-
ter to the muzziv. It is securely
and easily Joaded at the breech,
snd is fired Ly electrioity, Such a
vessel, moving pwifly and uomeclossly,
not betrayivy its presence by wither
smoke or sail, mnd presenting no mark
t an enemy, woald prove diatructive
to the heaviest non-clads uow aflost,
To all appearanees it eannot bo  sue-
ceasfully met exeopt by a vessel of its
own kind, Such 4 the opinion of
those who huve exauned the “De-
Atroyer” and wituersod the operation
of its machinery and gun.  In view of
the destructive powers claimed for
this new war vesscl, loroign nations
may ad well sell  their sapensive
armored vessels wo dealers in old junk,
and begin their work of construction
